Begins and Takes Seat Near Bridal 
Couple—Without Word of Warning 
Draws Revolver and Sends Bullet 
Into Groom's Body—Uncle of Bride 
Saves Her Life by Prompt Action- 
Parties Prominent in Louisiana. 


New Orleans, Oct. 24.—Fred Van In- 


gen. 23, was shot and instantly killed 
as he wujr starting on his wedding 
trip by f. 8. Beauve, a former suitor 
for the aand of his bride, the tragedy 
taking place on a Texas and Pacific 
train near Alexandria, La. 


On her bridal tour, which had be- 


gun scarcely an hour before, ami 
seated almost between her husband 
and

of 


her husband's hand as the bullet kill- 
ed him, and then turned and fought 
for her life. When the girl appeared 
about to become the victim of the sec- 
ond bullet from the revolver, her 
uncle, a man with grey hair, but 
strong and cool, under the excitement, 
rushed up and thrust his thumb be- 
neath the hammer of the revolver, 
jamming the mechanism and render 
ing the weapon harmless. 


This was the story which the other 


passengers on the Texas and Pacific 
"cannon ball" told when they reachec 
this city, but the principal actors in 
the tragedy, most of whom are con 
nected with Louisiana's leading fam 
ilies, have so far refused to discuss 
the matter. The former suiter is F 
S. Beauve of 
Plaquemine, La., at 


which place he was taken from the 
train and placed under arrest. 
The 


unfortunate husband was Prof. Fret 
Van Ingeu, a prominent teacher ol 
Alexandria, La., and a relative of for- 
mer Governor Blanchard. The bride is 
the daughter of James M. Rhorer, one 
of the leading officials of Iberville par- 
ish, residing at Baton Rouge. Beauve 
is 24 years old and Van Ingen was 23. 


The wedding took place at Alex- 


andria. Beauve was in town, having 
arrived there, it is reported, on the 
same day as Miss Rhorer. When the 
bridal couple left for New Orleans, he 
boarded the train an after a time sat 
in a seat where he was facing Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Van Ingen with the bride be- 


tween him and her husband.

LABOR LEGISLATION. 


Republican Party Aims to Conserve In- 


terests of All the People. 


Various injunction bills were consiil 


ercd in committee durin;; both session.- 
of the Fifty-ninth and first session of 
the Sixtieth congresses-. 
During th • 


first session of the Fifty-ninth con 
gress several bills were before the 
judiciary 
committee, 
and 
hearing- 


were accorded and considered. It was 
found, however, that Uie labor Inter- 
ests of the country could net agree 
upon juiy one bill and that different 
labor loaders were opposed to one or 
the other bills under consideration. 


Again, during the first session of the 


Sixtieth congress the judiciary com- 
mittee of the house gave more time 
and attention to the various bills pre- 
sented, but it was found that no bill 
could be Introduced that would he sat- 
isfactory to all the labor interests and 
no bill upon which all members of con 
gress could agree. This so called anti 
injunction legislation is by no means n 
partisan matter, and so far neither i 
Democrats nor Republicans have been 
able to agree among themselves to a 
bill that would seem to satisfy nil con- : 
cerned. There is no doubt, however. | 
that in the near future some bill will 
be enacted into law, and when it is it 
will be found that it will provide pro- 
tection for not only labor and capital, 
but for the public as well. 
First it I 


must be constitutional, and then it 
must be of such a nature that it will 
not lead to disorder and riot, but will 
conserve the best interests of the peo- 
ple at large and not be drawn in the 
Interest of either capital or labor, but 
for the good and protection of al'..

Refused 
to Approve or Disapprove 


Findings of Military Tribunals Until 
Ho Had Carefi-JIy Read the Evi- 
dence—A Case In Point. 


When he was secretary of war Mr. 


Taft never unreservedly trusted to the 
judgment of courts martial upon of- 
fending officers to determine his action 
in approving or disapproving the find- 
ings of these military tribunals. He 
was scrupulous- in insisting that aH 
the evidence should be laid before him 
to be passed upon and weighed by him 
personally. No pressure of work could 
be too severe or lack of time too evi- 
dent to prevent him from satisfying 
himself that exact justice had been 
done the accused, according to the evi- 
dence and the facts. One evening long 
after the rest of the departments had 
closed Mr. Taft, at the end of an un- 
usually hard day, took up a bundle of 
papers relating to the case of a lieu- 
tenant who was sentenced to dis- 
missal. The chief of. staff was there, 
and he suggested, with a view to sav- 
ing Mr. Taft work: "I think that you 
will not need to go deeper into the 
case if you read the conclusion of the 
judge advocate's 
memorandum and 


my memorandum. The man is a bad 
egg. The army will be better off with- 
out him." 


"No." said the secretary; "I always 


prefer to go through these cases my- 
self." 


The officer had failed to pay his 


debts. Carefully and slowly Mr. Taft 
rend the evidence through to the end. 
When he finished he looked up and ex- 
claimed, "But he lied about it!" Rap- 
idly he dictated a note to be sent, with 
the papers, to the president and con- 
tinued as he laid them aside: "He 
tried, as he admits, to lie out of it.
